Why are so many hens kept on the 
farm? The profit from a flock of 
birds can be measured by its produc­ 
tion. 
One of the important problems 
that the poultry man has to deal with 
5s how to got the largest number of 
♦*gg< from his flock. 
How can he do 
♦ his?By selecting pullets to comprise 
about two-thirds of ids entire 
rather than by having a majority of 
h**ns. 
Statistics show that pullets lay 
about thirty eggs more jmt year than 
hens. 
Tills is true for both the heavy 
and the light breeds. The net profit 
therefore is in favor of the pullets. 
They lay more eggs in the fall anil 
winter when the prices are high, and 
so tend further to increase the profit. 
During tlie pullet year an estimated 
profit above feed of $3.80 per bird Is 
netted, while for the hen year a profit 
of $2.52 per bird is netted. 
Why then 
ke«*p a

flock of 
birds which will decrease tiie profits 
rather than 
Increase 
them? 
Keep 
more pullets anil fewer hens in the 
flock. 
It pays and means lietter re­ 
sults all round.

In refusing the request of local or­ 
ganizations to solicit funds for a num­ 
ber of charitable purposes in the pub­ 
lic schools of 
the 
city, the 
school 
board at its meeting 
Monday 
night 
took a sound position. Tin* policy of 
discouraging drives in the schools for 
outside purposes ought to he strictly 
adhered to in the future. 
The hoard made It clear that its 
action in no 
way 
reflected on 
the 
worthiness of the causes for which it 
was sought to make appeals. But the 
members did 
not believe 
that 
the 
school is the place in which to stage 
campaigns of this sort. 
A moment’s consideration of what 
is Involved will j u s t i f y that position. 
The public schools are 
attended 
by 
the children of all classes, and there 
are great 
numbers 
of 
children in 
them who are not able to respond to 
calls for charity of any sort. Many 
parents In these depressed times are 
finding it difficult to keep their chil­ 
dren in school. Assuredly, they should 
not be worried with appeals for mon­ 
ey from various agencies invading the 
schools. 
If such dpives were permit­ 
ted. it would bo a tacit indorsement 
by the schools of the campaigns, and 
children would feel embarrassed if 
not able to contribute. 
Teachers, likewise, would feel under 
obligation to contribute and many of 
them would be embarrassed by ap­ 
peals. 
If it were only one campaign, 
there might be less objection on this 
score, but where one agency is per­ 
mitted to go into the schools, others 
will demand admission, 
and 
pretty 
soon the drives by various organiza­ 
tions would become so common as to 
place a real burden on teachers and 
pupils. 
Furthermore, 
campaigning 
in the 
schools would be a duplication of ef­ 
fort in a large measure, for the pa­ 
rents of the children are also solic­ 
ited for funds for these various caus­ 
es. 
The fact that such efforts in the 
schools interfere with the regular work 
is also an 
important 
consideration. 
As the board’s statement 
says, 
the 
school is primarily 
a place 
of in­ 
struction, and obviously, outside agen­ 
cies should not be permitted to take 
up the time of teachers and pupils. 
By ruling out all such campaigns 
the danger also of any organization 
propaganda which might be distasteful 
to some of the patrons, is eliminated. 
During the war the drives in the 
schools were 
justified 
on patriotic 
grounds. The necessity for them does 
not exist now, and the board is to be 
commended tor Its firm stand 
contiuauec of the practi
